"But southeast Florida, the central part of the state, 
Daytona Beach and Tampa-St Pete all are holding up up well " 
Hal Cohen, executive director of Miami Beach's Tourist Develop- 
ment Authority, said, "The town's close 'to 100 per cent full It' 
looks like we'll reman pretty much full through Easter " 


"Everybody's-talking about a depression, but there's no 


depression here," Joe Hart, a Miami Beach motel operator, said 
Monday "This place looks like St. Tropez " Officials sa> tho in- 
vasion of tourists has a decidedly international flavor. One hotel 
spokesman'in Miami said many of his guests come from Brazil 
and Argentina. 


Another Miami innkeeper said many of his customers are com- 


ing from the north —""Never in my:life have I seen so many 
Canadians in town!" 


Orlando officials,report that the average number of rooms 


rented nightly in January not only surpassed the 1974 figure — 


when the energy shortage cut deeply into tourism — but was also 
better than the January 1973 average. 


Gaiser said the state's welcome stations for motorists registered 


129,021 visitors in J nuary, 36 per cent more than last year and 
"just about on the nose" with the record 1973 traffic. One of the 
reasons for the increased number of motorists, however, is the 
apparent reluctance of tourists to accept air fares 15 per cent 
higher than a year ago. 


National Air Lines has cut its flights from 382 to 370 daily, and 


laid off 60 employes. Eastern reported 5,000 fewer passengers at 


Miami and Fort Lauderdale last month than in January 1974. State 
officials, although pleased abouUhe additional jobs created by the 
tourist surge, are taking a wait - and - see attitude. 


"The state needs a lift," said Claiser. "Considering what's hap- 


pened to the construction industry, we'd hate to lose any of the 
350,000 jobs directly related to tourism.'' 


Charles Kynes of'the Florida State Employment Service agreed. 


"The crucial lime is going to come in April — that's when tourist 
layoffs traditionally come," he said. "We're going to find out then 
where we stand."

In discussing the year past, 


the> said, "Even though the 
gasoline shortage soon eased, 
auto /sales continued to lag 
because of political uncertainty, 
high interest rates, severe 
inflation, and weakening con- 
sumer confidence." 


Critics ;.of. the' firm say 


Chrysler failed to move quickly 
enough to cut production when 
It became apparent'that 1975 
model cars weren't selling. At 
one point, Chrysler had a whop- 
ping 140-day inventory of unsold 
models, double what is con- 
sidered ample 


Fifty-two per cent of the 


firm's 114,000 hourly workers 
are on lajoff, compared to 39 
per cent for the industry as a 
whole. 


Sales in the fourth quarter 


nosedived 27 per cent to $2.5 
billion from $3.4.billion in the 
same period a year earlier. 


The 1974 performance came 


in stark contrast to the banner 
"showing of the year before when 
profits soared to $255 million, 
including $74 4 million in the 
(Set back net, sec. i, cd. i) 


The prototjpe is a two c\cle 


internalcombustion engine with 
a displacement of 250 cubic 
centimeters that uses spark 
plugs and gasoline.

SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) - "Every time I 


point a finger at you, I hope you notice that 
my thumb is pointing back at me," Sidney 
Loman tells his toys. "This advice I'm giv- 
ing'Is good for both of us." 


Loman has been a Boy Scout leader for a 


half-century, but recent problems — a bout 
with gallstones and amputation of his right 
leg because of gangrene — have slowed his 
pace as he nears his 95th birthday Feb. 28 
But although he is confined to a wheelchair, 
Loman still is the active scoutmaster of 
Troop 420. of the Bethel African Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 


The son of freed slaves and the 17th of 19 


children, Loman recalled in a recent inter- 
view how "it was wild and woolly" after his 
birth at Rosebud, Tex., and during his early 
UMH, in Oklahoma "I growed up with the 
Indians and was about as Wild," said Loman. 
'I did so many bad things. Horses was about 
all we had to play with." A veteran of World 
War I, Loman moved to Imperial, Cal|f, 
after his .discharge and organized a Boy 


Scout troop of black youngsters 


He later took a job driving a construction 


truck here, and formed a new Scout troop of 
black youths. He also worked for 10 years as 
a U.S. Border Patrol agent. In his weekly 
troop meetings, Loman still "operates full 
blast, showing the kids how to tie Knots and 
give first aid," said Elijah Jackson, who 
helps 


Loman's, son Earl, now an Army sergeant 


became San Diego's first black Eagle scout 
in 1945 In 1952, Loman was awarded the 
Silver Beaver Award, highest tribute of the 
National Court of.Honor which a local Bo> 
Scout'eouneil can bestow.

It Isn't As Rosy 
For The Governors Now 


Last summer the nation's governors 


were virtually unanimous in believing 
they inhabited the best of ail possible 
political worlds. When _measured 
against the tottering, scandal-ridden. 
'Nixon administration, state govern- 
ments seemed chaste and efficient. 
Furthermore'/-state treasuries were 
bulging with money. Possibly, just 
.possibly; an incumbent governor 
•would" Win his party's presidential 
'ipiyunation in 1976, thus'becoming the 
s tfirst to do so in 24 years. 


I-%"We have a paralysis 'at. the federal 


--jfeveV'.said Gov. William G. Milliken 


;of Michigan at a meeting of the Na- 
tional Governors'' Qbnference last 
"June. "I think the confusion" of 
Washington has put a whole, new 
emphasis on the statq — on'moving, 
resources and experimentation back t& 
the states." John J. Gilligan, then the 
governor of Ohio, agreed: "Everything 
is busting down in Washington. We're" 
doing things." 


Today, the view from the statehouse 


• is not quite so rosy. A large part of last 
-year's state budget5 surpluses was at- 
1 'tributable to inflation. As prices and 


wages rose, so did state, sales and in- 
,come tax revenues But now the cost of 
•"government is catching up with the" 
cost 
of 
living, 
and 
rising 


unempMyment has both held down tax 
collections and depleted funds ear- 
marked for unemployment compensa- 
tion. 
; ^Republican Gov. l Milliken,. for 
"example,- has had to present a record 
$3" billion budget for 1975-76 to a 
Legislature now completely dominated 
by Democrats. Somewhere, there's at 
least $400 million too little to go 
around. 


Voters, against'Milliken's advice, 


repealed the sales tax on food and 


drugs last fall, losing the state about 
§200 million in revenue Spending 
increases asked by various depart- 
ments for next fiscal year amount to 
another $196;niillion. 


The projected deficit could be even 


greater, than the combined, rough 
figure of $400 million as business tax 
revenues dip .with recession. 


Milliken is now faced with the 


unhappy task of trying to §ell a seven- 
tenths per cent increase *in the state 
income tax, from 3.9 to 4.6, as a means 
of replacing the lost sales tax revenue. 
And he-faces--a battle with-the- 
Legislature" on- a proposed major 
revision of state taxes on business and~ 
perhaps a fight within his own party on 
transportation bond and building bond 
proposals that have been called deficit 
financing. 


So the automobile-state governor 


.may not be quite so optimistic as he 
was last June when he attends another 
(winter)l meeting of the ..National 
Governors' Conference in Washington 
today through Thursday. Especially 
since Tthe "governors will discuss 
"priorities for domestic economic ad- 
justment" — a tough subject for 
Michiganders' with auto industry 
employment the way it has been. 


State Sen. Charles 0. Zollar of Ben- 


ton Harbor, ranking Republican on the 
Senate Appropriations Committee, 
thinks the fiscal outlook for Michigan 
is considerably tougher than the 
governor has projected 


One indication of just how tough

Fewer Are Enrolling 
To Become Teachers 


For the first time in many years 


college freshmen signing up for 
elementary or high school teaching 
"curriculums are in a sharp decline. 
The profession which beckoned to al- 
most 22 per cent of the freshmen in 
1966 last fall attracted fewer than 8 per 
cent of the incoming freshmen. 
"v A study conducted jointly by UCLA 
and the American Council on Educa- 
tion surveyed nearlr 312,000 students 


entering college as freshmen in 1974 A 
number of changes in vocational 
preferences were noted over those 
given-eight years ago, but none as 
dramatic as the drop in teaching. 


Engineering and law also are down 


in freshmen preferences. Nursing and 
other health professions are on the 
increase, along "with farming and 
forestry.

What Happens After 
The Rebates Are Ended? 


' Every little bit helps, and the rebate 
plans put into effect by Chrysler, Ford, 
pejieral Motors and American Motors 
ifi-'January have helped to stimulate 
ajitomobile sales — a little. In .the 
period Jan. '21-31 when all U.S auto 
makers were giving rebates, the in- 
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dustry estimated that 232,300 cars 
were sold, 9.9 per cent fewer than the 
257,794 sold during the same period the 
year before. Total January sales were 
about 456,000, down more than 17 per 
cent from the weak January 1974 
levels. 


The limited effectiveness of the 


rebate program can be seen by-com- 
paring seasonally adjusted sales of 
domestic cars. The Wall Street Jour- 
nal Reported (Feb 5) that in January 
such sales were running at an annual 
rate of about 6.5 million, a slight 
improvement from the 6-million-umt 
December rate and the 5.8-million-umt 
November rate but far below the 
January- 1974 level of 8.1 million. 
Rebates have done little to stimulate 
auto production or reduce industry 
unemployment. Production was 31 per 
centJower last month than it was a 
year earlier and inventories of more . 
than 1.7 million cars have made it im- 
possible for auto makers to start 
"rehiring the almost 200,000 workers: 
who have been laid off. 


While 
rebates 
have ^ doubtless 


brought many previously reluctant 
customers to dealers' doors, some 
analysts are warning that when the 
program ends, sales may slip even 
further than they would have without 
the cash incentives. If the egonomy 
-'does not show any improvement in fhe 
next few months and if auto makers 
are unable or unwilling to continue the 
costly rebate plan beyond Friday, Feb. 
28, Detroit may discover that its ounce

for consumers, so I asked 
checkers and store managers 
for their suggestions on how to 
negotiate the lanes without tears 
and needless waiting.- Here's

lanes, check to see if the lane 
light is lit (where used). If it's 
not, generally the checker is 
about to "close up" and is just 
finishing the last customer.

Have your money ready and 


be sure to have enough lo pay 
for what you purchase. If writ- 
ing a check, have as much of the 
check filled out as possible 
(such as name of store, your 
signature, etc.) so ail you have 
to do is fill in the exact amount 
when the total is finally rung up. 
If you need your check cashing 
card of driver's license for 
identification, have that ready 
too. 


Checkers say, please don't 


break up packages of things 
that aren't meant to be separat- 
ed (such as ice cream bars) and 
make sure all items are priced 
before you get to the check-out 


lane. Calling for a price check 
really slows up everything so 
try to find a clerk first who can 
get the night price. Don't go 
back for forgotten items once 
you're in line. If you must go 
back, step out of line. Also, 
when waiting in line, please 
allow easy access to shoppers 
who must cut across lines. 


Use express lanes,only if you 


have the correct number of 
items (or less) than posted. 
Because of cost, express lanes 
are usually open only at the very 
busiest limes, so il' hoi open, be 
courteous lo those behind you. if 
the person behind you lias only a 
couple of items and you have a 
basketful,' let them go ahead of 
you.

Finally,'store managers say, 


if you see gross violations and 
practices you do not like, such 
as .lengthy dials wild cus- 
tomers, discourtesy to cus- 
tomers, etc., let your concerns 
and wishs be known to store 
managers themselves, so they 
can talk with the checkers and 
staff. They want your shopping 
trip to be a pleasant one, rather 
than one filled with frustrations 
and the only way they know your 
complaints is when you tell 
them.

In good health, when the lungs 
expand, these two layers glide 
smoothly oVer each other When 
there is infection or inflamma- 
tion of the pleural linings,, they 
rub against each other. This is 
responsible for difficulty in 
breathing.'and the severe stab- 
bing, shooting pain of pleurisy. 


Pleurisy is, in itself, not 


pneumonia. It 
may be a 


complication of pneumonia, or 
may exist without it. 


Before the era of the antibio- 


tics, fluid and pus would ac- 
cumulate between' the two 
layers of the '.ple'ura, and 
complicate pleurisy. Today, al- 
mostmiracUlously, with the an- 
tibiotics these complications of 
-pleurisy are rare.

The dog bears the formal name of Saskatchewan, but folks in 


this southern West Virginia community knou her as Skatchj 
AroUnd here.-she's something of a celebrity. 


"Saskatchewan is an Indian word for 'pile of tones and that's 


what she was when I found her," sajs the dog's mistress, Nicky 
Napier "She and another pup had been dumped beside the 
highway and \he other dog already had been killed when I came 
upon them:" 


That was three years ago Mrs Napier brought the pooch home 


and she and her husband, Robert, soon had Skatchy romping with 
the other dogs, cats and horses on the family farm. 


Then last fall, the little dog was felled by distemper. 
"It left her with a painful twitch in her hips,"( said Mrs Napier, 


like her husband a school teacher "It got worse until one 
morning a couple of months ago we found her paralyzed " 


Mrs Napier said Skatchy was "so bright-eyed and alert and 


showed such a desire to h\e that we decided not to ha\e her 
destroyed " 


But the Napiers couldn't bear watching the little dog who had 


once romped so playfully drag herself about the barnyard

MOUNT CLEMENS, Mich.

— There are farmers in 


the state who grow nothing but 
maggots. 


Other businessmen cut holes 


in the ice of lakes each day to 
dredge mud from the bottom. 


Still other people, 
using 


buckets and shovels, dig daily 
in the sludge of fruit and 
vegetable canneries in search 
of clusters of grubs. 


These are the people who 


provide bait for ice fishermen, 
a multi-million dollar business 
in Michigan. 


Each year, 
thousands of 


anglers in' search of perch, 
blucgills, • crappie, pike and 
trout trod the state's ice- 
covered lakes using a variety of 
oddities at the ends of their 
hooks.

Many provide their own' bait, 


cutting open galls on Milkweed , 
stems to find a grub inside or 


Scaling Trick 


Scaling small fish can be a 


nuisance. This trick, however, 
will make the task easier. Dip 
the fish in a pot of scalding 
water for a few seconds.

SICK PAY AND GOVERNMENT EMPLOYES 


If you are among the tens of thousands of older 


employes who have been receiving sick pay, a 1974 
IRS tax ruling may have paved the way for a tax 
refund for you — and it certainly eliminated a-major 
tax headache. 


Specifically, the IRS had 


claimed for years that when a 
sick or disabled 
employe 


reached uilunljry retirement 
age under his employer's re- 
tirement plan, any sick pay 
continued from that date on 
could no longer be reported as 
exempt sick pay in any amount. ' 
Instead, it had to be treated ras 
taxable retirement pay 
- Finally, after many court 
decisions rejected this view, the 
IBS conceded in 1974.that it was 
wrong — and that any exempt 
sick pay didn't change to taxa- 
ble retirement income until the 
employe reached the regular 
mandatory retirement age, and 
not any earlier voluntary retir- 
mentage 


If you are an employe who 


followed the pre\ious incorrect 
IRS rule by reporting your 
exempt sick pay.as taxable re- 
tirement 
income 
before 


reaching mandatory retirement 
age under your employer's plan, 
file a refund data for any open 
years. Thereby, you will recover 
any taxes you paid on any por- 
tion of the payments that now 
correctly qualify as exempt sick 
pay until you reach your man- 
datory retirement age. 


If you are among the millions 


of employes of federal, state arid 
local governments, you,have 
been arguing — through your, 
spokesmen — that the portion of 
your pay that you must allocate 
to your retirement fund is 
deferred compensation. 


In brief, your argument has 


been that this, compensation 
should properly be taxed to you 
in the future years when you get 
compensation from your re- 
tirement fund, and not in. the 
years when you earn, allocate - 
arid contribute that portion tov 
your retirement fund. After the 
IRS turned down this claim; 
various 
public 
' employes 


brought suits in the courts to try 
to overturn the IRS and es- 
tablish their right to treat the 
allocated amounts.a; deferred 
compensation. An earlier dis- 
trict court case upheld the IRS 
view against an IRS employe 
who claimed the deferment. 


Then, last year, the Tax Court 


also held against 
an IRS 


employe and similarly ruled 
against an employe 6f;the city 
and county of Los Angeles. 
Some of these cases may be ap- 
pealed and new cases may come 
up. 


Until the argument £ finally 


resolved, the Research Institute 
of America suggests that any 
government employe who made 
such allocations in 1974 should 
report these amounts as current 
income. Then you should file 
refund claims based on treating 
these amounts as deferred in- 
come. 


In this way, if you, the 


employes, eventually win out, 
your refund claims will pay off 
with interest. If you,.the 
employes, finally lose, you 
won't have to pay any interest.

decision 
• rebuffed 
the 


Treasury's attempt to make you 
— state police officers, highway 
patrolmen, similar employes — 
pay tax oh the meals you cat

Up to 1974, the majority of 


court decisions.have held, that 
meal payments nude by a'state 
government to state police of- 
ficers and highway patrolmen 
came 
within , the 
specific 


exemption for meals or lodging 
furnished to an employe by his 
employer (the state) on the 


business premises of 
the 


employer for the convenience of 
the employer 


The state's business premises 


were considered to extend all 
over tile state and particularly 
to the highways where the of- 
ficrs and patrolmen wort. 


But the Treasury turned to a 


Supreme Court decision that 
barred a taxpayer from deduct- 
ing for meals while on business 
trips not lasting more than a 
da> — and it claimed that this 
case, m effect, knocked out the 
earlier-cases which favorably 
ruled on the reimbursement of 
meals of police officers 


A district court rejected this 


view The fact that a deduction 
is barred for meals during a 
one-day business trip doesn't 
destroy the specific exemption' 
for meals furnished by an 
employer to an employe on the 
premises for the convenience of 
the employer 


The reimbursements you — 


an officer of the state — get for 
meals you eat while on patrol 
duty remain exempt from taxes 
under this, .district

move people like that who can't 
fend for themselves. 


"They need a trained person 


around who can care for them," 
he said. 


Dr. Philip B. Smith, who

The percentage of interest 


that is charged varies from area 
to area arid generally depends 
MI state usury laws. The banks 
and stores are not changing the 
percentage of interest, they 
slniply are recalculating' the 
amount they charge the interest 
on. 


Basically, there are two major 


methods of computing interest 
on what-the banks term; revolv- 
ing charges and the department 
stores call optran.accounts. 


The first -is the adjusted 


balance method and here's how 
it works: 


Suppose you make a charge 


purchase for $200 on Feb 1 The 
billing date for your account is 
Feb 2 and you are given 25 days 
to pay Kith bill without incur- 
ring any penalty or interest 


On Feb. 24, you paj $100. 


leaving a balance due of $100 
On your March bill. you nil! be 
charged interest on the adjusted 
balance — the $100 Suppose the 
monthly interest rate is 1% per 
cent You pay $1.50. 


The second method is the 


average daily balance system 
Here's how it works. 


Suppose you make the same 


Feb 1 purchase for $200 and 
again pay $100 on Feb 24 From 
the Feb 2 billing date until the 
Feb 24 payment date, you owed 
$200 From-Feb 24 until the 
start of the next billing period 
on March 2" you owed $100 
That's, 22 days at $200 and six 
days, at $100 
' Multiply 22 by $2oa and six by 
$100 and add them together for a 
total of $5,000 Divide by the to 
tal days — 28 — for-an average 
(tally balance of $178 57 Again 
assuming that the interest rate 
ib 1% per cent a month, you 
would owe $2 68-in interest on 
jour March bill That's 79 per 
cent more than you would owe if 
interest were calculated on an 
adjusted balance basis 


With the adjusted balance 


system, the interest charges are 
determined 
solely 
by the 


amount, you pay, with the 
average daily balance method, 
the charges also are determined 
by, when in the billing period 
you pay. The earlier you pav, 
the lower your daily average 
balance and thejpwer your 
interest And it you pay your bill 
within the first billing period, 
there is no interest charge at 
all 


Another thing to keep in mind 


when considering 
extended 


payment on charge cards is 
whether purchases are added to 
accounts at the time they are 
made or at the end of the billing 
period 
1 


Let's use the example above 


and assume you make an addi- 
tional purchase worth $50 on 
Feb. 15 If'the sum is added on 
to youf bill at the end of the 
February billing period, you 
will pay no interest on ;that $50 
until the end of the March 


' billing period. Your interest 


charge will be either $1 50 or 
$2.68 depending on whether the 
adjusted balance or average 
daily 'system is used The 
interest on the additional $50 
will show up on your April bill 


Suppose, 
however, 
the 


purchase is added to the account 
at the time it is made — a 
practice first National City- 
Bank of New York is adopting 
for its more than 1 million 
Master Charge cardholders 
starting March 1 


Your balance from the Feb 2 


billing date until Feb 15 when 
you 
make 
the additional 


purchase is $200; from Feb 15 
until Feb 24, your balance is 
$250, from Feb 24, when jou 
make>your $100 payment, until 
the March 2 billing date; is $150. 


That gives you 13 days at $200 


or $2,600; nine days at $250 or 
$2,250;-and six days at'$150 or 
$900. Added together they total 
$5,730. Divide by 28 for an 


average daily balance of $205.36. 
At l!-i per cent, the interest 
charge oh the' March bill is 
$3.08. That's more than double 
the interest charge that would 
accrue if the store or bank used 
the adjusted balance system 
and did not add the purchase 
until the end of the billing 
period.

34.3 million 
cardholders or lO'per cent more 
than it did a year ago', say the 
average daily balance system is 
a tali- one: people pay for money 
depending on how long they arc 
using it.
